A New Tariff Bill Reported in 


the fionse Today. 


FIFTEEN PER CENT. HORIZON* 


TAfc RAISE AND TARIFF ON 


WOOL. 
TO PASS AT 5 


O'CLOCK 
TODAY. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 26.—Accompanying 


the measures for revenue relief and for 
the issuance of bonds which were sub- 
mitted in the house by the committee on 
ways and means today, the committee 
presented a report in which they regard 
the chronic deficiency in revenue for the 
past two years and a half as a most potent 
cause of the difficulties the treasury has 
encountered, and an important factor in 
causing the distrust which has paralyzed 
business and shaken confidence even in 
the financial operations of the govern- 
ment. , 


It is as impossible for a a government to 


have a continuous deficiency of revenue 
for two and a half years without effecting 
its financial standing, as it is for an indi- 
vidual. Such conditions also cast a shad- 
ow of doubt and discouragement over all 
business operations within its borders. If 
there had been a sufficiency of revenue, 
the redeemed legal tender notes would 
not have had to be used to pay current 
expenditures and would hot have been 
paid out at once, and there would have 
been so much less opportunity to draw 
from the treasury. 


The committee looks to an increase of 


customs duties as the most appropriate 
source of additional revenue, and by the 
measure they have prepared, something 
like $4,000,000 more than now will be yield- 
ed, sufficient to put an end to the defic- 
iency. This step is taken because the com- 
mittee believes the country is now raising 
a disproportionate amount from internal 
revenue, and also as a means of encourag- 
ing the stricken industries and stimulating 
trade. 


The committee has not undertaken a 


general revision of the tariff on protection 
lines, as a majority hope can • be done in 
1897. for the reason that it is desired to 
pass a measure that will yield more 
revenue at once. The committee regard 
a horizontal raise of fifteen per cent of 
the existing duties under the existing 
serious circumstances as not only defensi- 
ble but the only alternative. 


The placing of a moderate duty on wool 


will yield something like $25,000,000. The 
bill, however, makes a reduction on im- 
ported clothing wool. "In hope it would 
secure the approval of those in official 
place whose co-operation is essential to 
legislation and who may be supposed to 
feel that in such an exigency as now exists, 
the public necessity must control." The 
committee referring to the report of the 
secretary of the treasury, relating to the 
condition of the treasury, state that it is 
clearly in the public interest that the sec- 
retary should have authority to issue a 
lower rate and shorter time bond in place 
of the higher rate and longer time bonds. 


A resolution providing for a vote on the 


revenue bill at 5 o'clock today, has been 
agreed to in the house; yeas, 213; nays, 89. 
At 1.30 o'cjoek Mr. Dingley opened the 
argument on the bill speaking for it. 
There will be one and three quarters 
hours' debate on each side.' Mr. Dingley 
controls the time for the bill and Mr Crisp 
that against.

heart prompted what the willing hanc 
was unable to bestow. Blessings upon 
these failures of the kindly heart and the 
willing hand! There is a realm where 
they are not counted as failures, the realm 
where the truest Christmas spirit holds 
its sweetest sway; in hearts down here 
below and glorious hearts above where 
kindly intent is the measure of love anc 
worth.

SOMETHING TO BE THANKFUL FOR. 


In all the present troubles of the nation, 


one thought is consoling—there is a Re- 
publican congress. The men and tradi- 
tions that- guided this country through its 
greatest peril are in power in the senate 
and house. 


The president's call for financial aid is 


to find quick response so early a.3 today 
from the Republican ways and means 
committee. That committee is composed 
of eleven Republicans and six Democrats. 
Dingley of Maine is the chairman, sup- 
ported by such men as Grosvenor of Ohio, 
Payne of New York, Dalzell of Pennsyl- 
vania, Dolliver of Iowa and Steelc of In- 
diana. The Democrats on the committee 
are headed by Crisp, the ex-speaker of the 
house. 


This committee has responded to the 


president's cry for aid for the treasury by 
devising a plan of providing more revenue 
through customs. It will reccommend 
the passage of bills restoring the tariff on 
raw wool, advancing the duties on agri- 
cultural products now in force, rr.-vising 
the iron and steel schedule, and placing a. 
duty on tin plate and cotton ties. If 
passed by congress and signed by the 
President, the bill will add to the re- 
sources of the treasury to the extent of 
150,000,000 a year. 


Besides this the committee has decided 


to recommend a popular loan, in the form 
of treasury notes running not mort> than 
three years and carrying not more than 
three per cent. It will also recommend 
that national banks be permitted to issue 
notes up to the full value of their United 
States bonds on deposit to secure their 
circulation, and the reduction of the cir- 
culation tax to one-fourth of cms per 
cent. Furthermore the committee will 
recommend the restoration of the mini- 
mum capital of national banks to f:.'5,000. 
Of late years it has been twice that sum-

WILLIAMS COLLEGE OPINION. 


[From the Republican.] 


A canvass of opinion among the profes- 


sors in Williams college shows that a 
large majoritj desire to protest against 
the positions affirmed in the message of 
President Cleveland, and the haste of 
Congress in following him on a course of 
action which no friend or supporter can 
reconcile with his previous record. 
It is 


clear that no intelligent and juslliable 
application of the Monroe doctrine, no 
true regard for national honor of free in. 
stitutions have excited this popular out- 
burst, but rather'that a sudden intoxica- 
tion has come over us, for which politi- 
cians have been for years supplying the 
stimulant. Yet any one who has been a 
spectator of the wars of recent times will 
find it hard to believe that a great nation 
can be spurred into a conflict without due 
sense of the relation of occasion to conse 
quences. That relation is in this cose so 
infinitesimal as to become positively ab- 
surd. Here is no motive of enlightened 
self-interest, no demand of an oppressed 
nation upon our chivalric intervention, 
no violation of those liberties of the de- 
fense of which we may consider ourselves 
pledged;—instead, an a8ront to a land, 
which, in spite of her bluster and patron- 
izing airs, is the one real friend of the 
United States, un insult to the one great 
nation in the world which stands with us 
for the principle we cherish as the basis 
of true civilization—local self govern- 
ment. 


There can be no war; no report of this 


"jaunty commission," caa drag us into it; 
before it shall have bad time to consume 
half its stipend, the humor of the Amer- 
ican people will have awakened to the 
ridiculousness of the situation. 


What the real motive of this ill-judged 


action is, does not yet appear; let us be 
slow in lack of evidence to ascribe it to a 
narrow political object, but let the mis- 
chief of it rouse the thinking, the edu- 
cated citizens of the republic to a sense of 
their direct responsibility in the political 
guidance of the country.

Over a $25 Wood Lot on the Searsburg 


Mountain. 


The Troy Times furnished the following 


interesting item from Bennlngton, Vt. 


"A 
bitter 
litigation, which 
had 


been protracted through nearly two 
weeks in the Bennington county court, 
ended a few days ago. It was the suit 
of Bowles against LeRoy, and was an 
action oVer the disputed boundary line of 
a ten-acre wood lot in Searsburg. The 
lot, which is far up on the mountains, has 
been chopped over several times and is a 
rocky and difficult place from which to 
draw wood or timber. The nearest mar- 
ket for wood is North Adams or Benning- 
ton, sixteen miles away. The highest 
valuation placed on the ten-icre lot by 
any of the witnesses was $25. The num- 
ber of old deeds and surveys dating back 
half a century or more, and referring to 
boundaries marked by "a stake and 
stones," were little calculated to lend in- 
terest to the trial, if one were to judge 
from ths despairing faces of the jurymen. 
A prominent lawyer has figured that the 
total expense of the lawsuit cannot be 
be less than $1800. The, jury in the case, 
after deliberating nearly all day, could 
not agree and was discharged."

HABANA, Dec. 26 —There is great anx- 


iety in this city over the continued ad- 
vance of the insurgents on this strong- 
hold of the government. 


As a matter of fact there was very little 


accurate information of the exact where- 
abouts of the insurgents or the course 
they were taking, the military authorities 
themselves being much ut fault a* to 
where the enemy was to be met. 
They 


continued throughout the day to express 
an utter disbelief that an attack could bo 
contemplated on Habaua itself, and their 
confidence did much to strengthen that 
of the other residents of the city. 


Much is still made of by the authorities 


of an engagement at Coliseo plantation, 
which they insi'sr was a signal victory over 
the forces of G-omoK. After this check, 
they assert, the insurgents will not dare to 
advance upon H.ibnna. The fact remains 
that the wc-,1 ward course of the insurgents 
continues, nnd active preparations con- 
tinue for the immediate defense oC tho 
city against an assault. 


It \v.is announced dnring the afternoon 


that C.iptain General Campos was ex- 
pected to nrrive in Habana at 5 o'clock 
from Guanabrina, near Matanz.as, making 
the seventh change of his headquarters in 
two weeks, or .si nee the unchecked progress 
of the insurgents through Santa Clara 
and Mataii7as provinces commenced, and 
always to the westward or nearer Habana. 
This fact in itself is regarded as highly 
significant of the critical situation of 
Habana and as a reimqmshment of any 
hope on tho part of the Spanish com- 
mander of bringing the insurgents to a 
st ndstill outside Jaruco, or any part be- 
tween Matau/.as and Habana. 


Slny Be a Scheme of Campog. 


The arrival here of the captain general 


makes it evident that the base of opera- 
tions against the insurgents must now be 
Habaua direct. If it is true that General 
Campos has deliberately suffered the ad- 
vance of tho insurgents into the open and 
populated country where they now are 
with the pu pose of closing in behind 
them while h attacks them from Habana, 
thus crushin 
them between the upper 


and nether n illstones, his arrival in Ha- 
bana shows that the hour for his coup has 
arrived. 


How much of an available force the 


Spaniards have loft in the rear of the in- 
surgents to co-operate in such a blow is 
not accurately known, but the official re- 
ports themselves indicate that it is In a 
badly disorganized condition, that it has 
suffered serious losses from the insurgents, 
and that the country through which they 
have come is almost a barren waste, with 
means of communication In every direc- 
tion cut off ami in bad condition for tech- 
nical militaryopcratious such as the Span- 
ish rely on for success. A combined at- 
tack on Havana by the insurgents would 
necessarily bo in the rikture of a pitched 
battle—a very different matter from the 
skirmishes and feints by a small force, 
which have boon adopted thiife far to lead 
away the Spanish forces, while the main 
column eludes them and advances out of 
their reach. 


Campos at the Capital. 


Upon his arrival here lasb evening, Gen- 


eral Campos made known his belief thafl 
General Gomez has designed his move- 
ment, which 1ms thus far proved so success- 
ful, merely as (V raii mto the heart of his 
enemy's country a-ud as near to Habana 
as it was possible for him to go, intending 
then to fight his way back. 
General 


Campos believes thai the whole aim of the 
insurrection was the destruction of pro- 
perty, and lie asserts that they have 
already initiated a retreat. He states that 
he has foreseen this purpose, and he as- 
serts that he lias taken effective measures 
to prevent their return to Santa Clara. 
They will be compelled to fight at Matan- 
zas, he says, or to surrender. He does not 
believe that they can effect a retreat with- 
out destruction. 


The captain general was accorded an en- 


thusiastic reception upon his arrival hero 
by the city authorities and by a commit- 
tee repie-,ent,itivo of all the political 
parties. So fat1 as can be learned ho ex- 
pres->es unabated confidence in the success 
of the Spaniards, ami believes that tho 
hour of tho destruction of the insurgent! 
forces is at hand. He brings news that a 
battalion from the city of Sancti Spiritus, 
iu the province of Santa Clara, has ar- 
rived at Union de Reyes, in Matanz.is, 
about 15 miles south of the city of Matan- 
zas, and a battalion from Holguim, iu the 
province of Santiago de Cub*, is on its 
•way to Stianabiina, The Spanish army, 
. he snys, for whom these re-enforcements 
are coming forward, aro m an advantage- ' 
. ous position about Mutanzas. Nothing is 
said of the presence of the insurgent forced 
west of Matanzas, between that point ami 
Habaua. 


It is not thought probable that it is tho j 


intention of the insurgents to engage in a I 
pitched battle, and much anxiety is felt to I 
know whether they have actually initiated | 
a retreat, and whether the elusive strategy j 
they have hitherto employed will serve to 
open a way for them in either direction 
they choose to go.

Bill No. 1, submitted to the full com-

The tariff bill imposes a duty of 60 per

The Democrats endeavored to secure 


three days' debate, to gain a postpone- 
ment of two or three days in which to 
study the probabio effects of the mcasuro 
if enacted, also to have the bond bill de- 
bated before the tariff bill, but the Repub- 
licans adhered to their original arrange- 
ments. 


Chairman Dlngley stated to the com* 


mitten that the bills were not framed as a 
Republican measure, but as ono calculated 
to sava the credit of the government, 
which, according to the president's mes- 
sage and to personal communications 
made by Secretary Carlisle to members, 
was endangered. The condition of tlia 
treasury, from their representations, de- 
manded immediate action, aud the Repub- 
licans had prepared emergency hills on 
lines which seemed most expedient. 


Mr. Dlngley laid particular stress on tho 


assertion thuc the first bill did not coil' 
stitute and was not intendedfora revisi n 
of the tariff. Consequently, there was no 
necessity for a long discussion of the bill. 
The Wilson act had been taken as tho 
basis for the tariff bill. An estimation of 
the probable increase of revenue to be de- 
rived from the tariff bill had been made, 
based on importations under the Wilson 
act in 1891. This showed a probable in- 


I creased revenue of $40,000,000, which about 


I equalized the deficit of the past year— 


$12,IKX),000, It was estimated, would be de- 
rived from the increase on raw wool; $14,. 
000,000 from manufactured wools, and $1 
000,000 from this 13 per cent horizontal ad- 
vance on other schedules. 
Hope the Freildent Will Sign the Bills. 


Tho Republican,:) had waived their pro- 


tection principles for the time in prepar- 
ing these bills, said Mr. Dingley. "They 
hoped President Cleveland would waivu 
antagonistic views that ho might hold and 
sign the bills." 


One of the fiemocrats asked why tho 


Republicans had not gone to the full ex- 
tent of the McKlnley bill, to which Mr. 
Dingley replied" that they would do soil 
they had tho power. The Democrats on 
their part contended that the effect of tho 
bond scheme would bo to retire the green- 
backs by holding them in the treasury, 
and said the Republicans proposed to do 
indirectly just what the president ha 1 
recommended and what they (Bepubi, 
cans) denounced. Tho tariff bill, they 
claimed, was a strictly Republican meas- 
ure, and a measure for which President 
Cleveland had not asked.

The audience broke into an UD- 
roar, and demanded that Mr. Campion be 
allowed to go on. 
So great was the 


tumult jhat ensued that no one could ba 
heard. Tfhen ord^jthod been^partially re- 
stored, Mr. Parker accused Campion of 
being "afier cheap advertising." 


Campion grew n-d in the face at this, 


and branded Parker's statement as "a lie 
and an insult." After further interrup- 
tions the poljre cleared the hall.

continued throughout the day to express 
an uttor disbelief that an attack could bo 
contemplated on Habana itself, and their 
confidence did much to strengthen that 
of the other residents of the city. 


Much is still made of by the authorities 


of an engagement at Coliseo plantation, 
which they insist was a signal victory over 
the forces of Gomez. After this check, 
they assert, tho insurgents will not dare to 
advance upon Haba mi. The fact remains 
that the westward course of the insurgents 
continues, nnd active preparations con- 
tinue for the immediate defense o£ tho 
city jigmnst an assault. 


It wns announced during the afternoon 


that Captain General Campos was ex- 
pected to arrive in Habana at 5 o'clock 
from Gnanubumi, near Miitanzas, making 
the seventh change of his headquarters in 
two weeks, or since the unchecked progress 
of the insurgents through Santa Clara 
and Matanzas provinces commenced, and 
always to the westward or nearer Habana. 
This fact in itself is regarded as highly 
significant of tho critical situation ot 
Habana and as a relinquishment of any 
hope on tho part of the Spanish com- 
mander of bringing the insurgents to a 
Bt.ndslJH outside Jaruoo, or any part be- 
tween Matan/.as and Habana. 


Mny lie a Scheme of Campos. 


The arrival here of the captain general 


makes it evident that the base of opera- 
tions against the insurgents must now bo 
Habaua direct. If ic is true that General 
Campos has deliberately suffered the ad- 
vance of tho insurgents into the open and 
populated country where they now are 
with the pu pose of closing in behind 
them while h attacks them from Habana, 
thus crushin 
thorn between the upper 


and nether n tllstonos, his arrival in Ha- 
bana shows that the hour for his coup has 
arrived. 


How much of an available force the 


Spaniards have left in the rear of the in- 
surgents to co-operate in such n blow is 
not accurately known, but the official re- 
ports themselves imlic'ite that it is in a 
badly disorganized condition, that it has 
suffered serious losses from the insurgents, 
and that the country through Which they 
havo come is almost a barren waste, with 
means of communication in every direc- 
tion out off and iu bad condition for tech- 
nical military operations such as the Span- 
ish rely on rt'or success;. A combined at- 
tack oil HMmua by the1' insurgents would 
necessarily bo in the rrtiture of a pitched 
battle—a very different matter from the 
skirmishes and feints by a small force, 
which have boon adopted thub far to lead 
away the Spanish forces, while the main 
column eludes them aud advances out of 
their reach. 


Campos Bt the Capital. 


Upon his arrival here last evening, Gen- 


eral Campos made known his belief thatl 
General Gomez has designed his move- 
ment, which has thus far proved so success- 
ful, merely as n raid into the heart of his 
enemy's country aud as near to Habana 
as ic was possible for him to go, intending 
then to fight his way back. 
General 


Campos believes that tile whole aim of the 
insurrection 'was the destruction of pro- 
perty, and he asserts that they havo 
already initiated a retreat. He states that 
he lias foreseen this purpose, and he as- 
serts that he has taken effective measures 
to prevent their return to Santa Clara. 
They will be compelled to fight at Matan- 
zas, he says, or to surrender. He does not 
believe that they can effect a retreat with- 
out destruction. 


The captain general was accorded an en- 


thusiastic reception upon his arrival hero 
by the city authorities and by a commit- 
tee representative of all tile political 
parties. So far as can be learned ho ex- 
presses unnbated confidence in the success 
of the Spaniards, and believes that the 
hour of the destruction of the insurgent 
forces is at hand. He brings news that » 
battalion from the city of Saucti Spintus, 
iu the province of Santa Clara, has ar- 
rived at Union de Reyes, in Matanziis, 
about 15 miles south of the city of Matan- 
zas, and a batlahon from Holguim, iu the 
province of Santiago de Cub*, is on irs 
wiiy to Guanabana.
